He Shot President.

The man is Leon Czolgosz, known also as 
Fred Nieman, a blacksmith, of German- 
Polish extraction. 

He has signed a confession covering six 
pages of fooiscap, which states that he ts 
an anarchist and that he became an en- 
thusiastic member of the body through the 
influence of Emma Goldman.

The man 
is one who walked directly in front of Czol- 
caz and shielded him from the sight of 
the secret service men. The police have a 
good description of him and his arrest. may 
oceur at any moment. There is no doubt, 
according to the police, that this man was 
an accomplice of Czo!lgosz. ill 
Two or three suspects were picked up in 
various parts of the city apd, | the night, 
but they were released after undergoing an 
lexamination. each one proving an alibi.

last three days, since he came here. He 
went into the Temple of Music with mur- 
der in his heart, intending to shoot to kill. 
He fixed up his hand by tying a handker- 
chief around it, and waited his turn to get 
near the President. When he got directly 
in front of the President he fired. He says 
he had no confederate: that he was entire- 
Iv alone in the planning and execution of 
this diabolical action.

Mercl- 
ful unconsciousness still held his brain. 

Tenderly the physicians themselves put 

him in the ambulance and Dr. Mann 
climbed behind with the hospital steward. 
- On the way from the hospital to the house 
it was‘ found necessary tO give the Pres- 
ident -two hypodermic alg 75 one of 
brandy and one of strychnine. He wag suf- 
fering great pain. Much of it, however, was 
from the wound in the chest, which is of 
only a superficial nature. 

The stretcher on which the President lay 
was lifted from the ambulance with the 

reatest care, but it was plain that he suf- 
ered intense agony every time he was 
moved. He groaned toudly and almost con- 
tinuously. and nis drawn features gave ev!i- 
dence of his wemernss. 

He was lying on his right side, with his 
right hand under _his head. With his left 
hand he reached up and brushed back from 
his forehead a towel that had been bound 
round his head. Dr. Park replaced the »an- 
dage and the litter was carried into the 
house. The President was carried into a 
room on the north side of the house, one of 
a suite extending the west end of the two- 
story frame dwelling.

Relatives and Friends 

Are Arriving. 

The attack upon the President has cre- 
ated a profound sensation and the people 
of Buffalo regard it with a feeling of -poig- 
nant grief. It was at their invitation that 
the President and his party came to Buf- 
falo and they have a sense of personal 
responsibility for his safety. President 
Millburn and the officers of the Exposition 
directorate feel the deepest regret. While 
they had no knowledge or suggestion that 
there would be an attempt on the life of 
Mr. McKinley, the subject was one of the 
matters considered in arranging for the 
visit. They discussed the matter with the 
police of Buffalo, and at their request 9v- 
eral local officers were detailed to assist 
in guarding the person of the President. 
These men were on duty when the attack 


was made. 

Hundreds of telegrams of regret continue 
to pour in from all over the world. They 
come from people in all walks of life and 
are deeply sympathetic in tenor. All of them 
express fervent hope for the recovery of 
the President. 

A large number of South American diplo- 
mats are in Buffalo, and they have come 
forward with a kindly tender of sympathy 
and a proffer of any possible assistance 


they can render, 

The relatives of the Président have hur- 
ried here, and with them have come a large 
number of men in public life. Senator Han- 
na, who hurried on from Cleveland last 
night, was admitted to the room of the 
President after his arrival and remained 
with him until 1:30 this morning. He was 
also an early caller at the Milburn rasi- 
dence this morning. Senator Hanna is deep- 
ly affected by the crime. Postmaster-Gen- 
cral Smith arrived here this morning, and 
it is expected that by night all of the 
Cabinet officers will be here. Formal ex- 
pressions of thelr profound sorrow have 
come from all of them. 

Secretary Wilson called at the home of 
Mr. Milburn to see the President at 8:30. 
Half an hour later Secretary Root left a 
carriage at the corner of Ferry and Dela- 


door. He was met by Secretary Cortelyou. 
The secretary was at once taken up to the 
room where the President lies. Mayor 
Diehl also called this morning and inquired 
about the President's condition. 

Attorney-General Knox arrived at. the 
house at 9:30 and a few minutes later Sen- 
ator Hanna joined those inside. 

Why Czolgosz. 
Escaped Lynching. 

If the crowd gathered in the court out- 
side of the Temple of Music last evening 
had believed the first report that the Presi- 
dent had been shot, his assailant would 
probably have been taken by a mob and 
instantly put to death.

I happen to have 
oe some investigations on this very 
point. 

“About a year. ago Dr. Matas, the great- 
est surgeon in New Orleans, wrote me, 
asking me to ascertain the statistics on the 
subject of gunshot injuries to the stomach 
in St. Louls. I had Dr. Amyx, then of the 
City Hospital staff, look through all the 
records of the hospital since the time of 
the tornado, and he found that out of 110 
cases where there had been gunshot 
wounds in the abdomen of patients, in only 
eight cases did the bullets touch the stom- 


ach. 
“Out of these eight cases six died. So 
the mortality in the city hospital cases 
where the patients were injured just as the 
President was Friday was 75 per cent. 
“In my 26 years o ractice I have seen 
but three cases of this kind. One of the 
three men on whom I operated was a 
negro and he died. The other two were 
white men. They both recovered after the 
operations. They were both young men. 
If they had been the age that President 
McKinley is now, I do not think they 
could have pulled through. These two men 
are still in St. Louis, I think. One is 
Murty O'Sullivan, a sergeant of police, and 
the other a man named Herman Spackler, 
who worked for the Simmons Hardware 


Q,. 

‘"The chances for the recovery of a per- 
son shot in the manner that President Mc- 
Kinley and the St. Louisans I mentioned 
were shot depends on other things in addi- 
tion to age and the patient's constitution. 
“In President McKinley’s ‘case they 
would depend partly on the condition of 
his stomach at the time he was shot. If 
he had partaken of a large dinner not long 
before the horrible occurrence, or if his 
stomach was full, that is, distended by 
food or liquid, his chances of recovery 
would be less than if his stomach was 


mpty. 

“Im the O'Sullivan case I took out of the 
abdominal cavity pieces of potatoes, steak 
and vegetables that had escaped from the 
bullet hole in the stomach into the abdom- 
inal cavity containing the intestines. In 
the case of Spackler, I also took pieces of 
food out of the abdominal cavity. He was 
shot with a bullet from a 4-caliber revol- 
ver and O'Sullivan with a 32. 

“Brom the telegraphic descriptions of the 


President’s wound and from Dr. Lee's tele- 


m,”’ Dr. Bernays seid in response to 
a direct question, “I think the injury to 


the stomach is very serious. How lon 
will he live? Patients suffering from suc 
injuries usually survive from two to four 


days and then die of peritonitis.”’

There occurred Friday night tn the City 
Hall of St. Louis a meeting of its House 
of Delegates. In this house a gallery: is 
provided for visitors. Friday night this 
gallery was as empty as the proceedings. 

It is a matter of public knowledge that 
the St. Louis House of Delegates is in the 
hands of a combination of its members; 
popularly. known as the ‘‘combine.”’ 

This ‘‘combine”’ is held in the palm of 
Speaker James H. Cronin, who owns a sa- 
loon at Twelfth and Walnut streets. 

As in other legislative bodies there is a 
party of the minority. In the House of 
Delegates the .minor party so lacks cohe- 
sion and leadership that it is as dead and 
ineffective as if the House was a combine 
of the whole. 

The House of Delegates consists of %8 
members, one from each ward. Eight mem- 
bers are saloon keepers. 

Speaker Cronin is the most distinctive 
figure in the House. He rules it with an 
iron hand from which the glove is missing. 
What Mr. Cronin says ‘goes.’’ 

The meetings of the House are scheduled 
to begin at 7 o'clock on the evenings of 
Tuesday and Friday each week.

Friday night.the chamber in which the 


meeting was held was luminated and 
waiting for the members $1 before the 
session began. 

At 7:15 tne ‘‘combine’’ members entered 
jointly and took their seats; the minority 
straggled in listlessly. 

Speaker Cronin climbed tnto his chair and 
removed his coat. He wears good clothes; 
light in color; big checks; well made. A 
large and expensive diamond glittered just 
under his chin. 

He is a big man. He can strike a mighty 
blow, and, although his habitual manner is 
one of easy, good nature, he can bluff hard 
and make it go.

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WHEAT VERSUS CORN. 


Miesouri farmers who are contemplating the substitution 
of wheat for corn, because of the partial failure of the corn 
crop this season, will do wel! to give the matter careful con- 
sideration. 

A corn failure two years in succession is very improbable. 
The probability is thet next year’s corn ercp will succeed 
And the scarcity caused by the present failure will make 
corn a profitable crop, particularly if many farmers give up 
corn because of a temporary discouragement. 

And the question of preparation and adaptabilkty of land 
for wheat should not be lest sight of. While corn exhausts 
the soil, it is accepted that wheat is even more exhausting in 
its demands upon the elemerits of fertility. According to the 
Bncyclopedia Britannica, in order to yie'd a crop of 22 bushels 
of wheat to the acre, the soi] must supply to the crop during 
ite growth, in round numbers, 100 pounds of nitrogen, 40 
pounds of phosphoric acid, 28 pounds of lime, 13 of magnesia 
and 125 of potash. 

Few soile contain anything like these amounts of the nec- 
essary elements to the acre and must be stimulated by enor- 
mous loada of manure, or tons of commercial fertilizers. 

Look before you leap is one of the best maxims in agri- 
culture. A wheat failure following a corn failure would be 


disastrous. 


With $1,025,000,000 of gold in the country, and the output 
constantly increasing, we may have a great deal more pros- 
perity.

NEW YORK, Sept. 7.—After the meeting 
of the bankers, held at the Hotel Bucking- 


ham last night, it was stated that it mad 
been decided to issue clearing house certi- 
Heates, as Was done to the extent of §$40,000,- 
000 in the panic of 1893, if there is any pres- 
sure for money and that no solvent firm 
will be allowed to suffer. 

Though the news of the attempt on the 

life of tne President did not reach the finan 
cial district until after the stock market 
nad closed and most of the important 
yankers had: left for the day a number of 
important conferences by various financial 
interests were called. 
‘The most tmportant of these was a meet- 
ing of bank officials at the Buckingham 
Hotel This conference was well attended, 
and the situation was thoroughly discussed, 
At the conclusion of the meeting J. Edward 
Simmons, acting chairman of the clearing 
house committee in the absence of the 
chairman, Frederick D. Tappen, made the 
following statement: 

“After a soijewhat prolonged period ot 
‘iquidation theo linancial situation is one 
that should excite no alarm. The banks 
are strong, and are in a position to meet 
the emergency that has arisen. A majority 
of the clearing nouse committee ts in town 
and a consultation has tuken place. The 
business of the country ts on a substantial 
basis, and the clearing house banks are 
amply able to cope: with the situation, and 
they will stand together in this emergency 
as they have done in the past.’’ 


FOUND TWO DYNAMITE BOMBS. 


They Were Buried Near the Scene of 


the Chicago Haymarket- Massacre. 

CHICAGO, Sept. 7.—Buried close. to 
where the Haymarket monument stood 
facing Randolph street, a city laborer 
found two large dynamite bombs. Word 
of the discovery spread quickly, and a 
growd soon gathered around the excavation 
und gazed curiously at the explosives. They 
were taken to Inspector Shea's office in the 
Des Plaines Sireet Station. The inspector 
ordered them destroyed. 

Street laborers began work early in the 
day tcaring up the pavement around the 
spot where the monument to the victims 
of the Haymarket riot stood. They had 
Jug down about a foot when one of tie 
men who was using a pick turned up what 
appeared to be two old sections of tron 
pipe. He was about to throw them aside 
when he noticed that the ends were

A superficial examination of the two 
bombs convinced Inspector Shea that they 
were genuine articles. ioaded with dynamite 
and capable of causing serious damage tf 
they were exploded. The police are at @ 
loss to explain how the bombs were buried 
in the street.
